o'clock this afternoon the body 
with two bullet holes In the 
head taken from a smoldering 
haystac kin a marsh 
three 


miles south of Portage' early 
this morning remained uniden- 
tified at the Ingle undertaking 
establishment here. 


The body of a man about 


30 . years old and weighing 
about 150 pounds had been 
taken from a burning haystack 
on a deserted marsh three 
miles south of Portage. 


The body was wrapped in a 


gunnysack and had been dead 
only a few hours. Fresh marks 
in the snow indicate that the 
touring car cam'e from the gen- 
eral direction of Madison and 
had drawn up to the stack. 


There was a bullet wound in 


the skull over the right eye of 
body and another Ijack of the 
left eye. 


The- man murdered wore a 


sheepskin coat. 


Sheriff Dempsey 'believes that 


i murder was committed dur- 
ng.the night and the body 
rushed to the country and the 
haystack fired to hide the 
crime. 


A post mortem conducted by 


Dr. E. P. Andrews this morn- 
ng showed that there were 
rvro bullets fired into the man's 
iiead either of which would 
have caused death. One bullet 
wound was over the right eye 
and other back of the left eye. 


The body was so badly burn- 


ed as to make 'indentification 
impossible. The face was char- 
red but the torso was intact. 
His underwear v/as saved while 
enough material was gathered 
to indicate that the man had 
worn a sheepskin coat. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Andrews the man 
was about 30 to 35 years old, 
weighed about 150 pounds and 
of light complexion. 


The body was found in the 


marsh at the point just south 
of Portage where the St. Paul 
tracks cross Trunk Highway 
No. 10.

Even 
the friends of Newberry admit that $200,- 
000 was spent in Newberry's behalf. 
There was competent evidence to prove 
that the amount was much higher than 
that—in fact, the estimate runs as high 
as ?500,000. 


So flagrant and so open was -the use of 


money in the campaign that L. D. Dick- 
inson, republican lieutenant-governor of 
Michigan, sent a letter of protest to New- 
berry during the campaign as follows:

The only argument set forth by the 


friends of Newberry in extenuation of 
what happened in Michigan was to the ef- 
fect that Newberry, while a candidate, 
was absent from, the state and had no 
knowledge of what was going on.

Ne.zberry not only knew all about his
